A NEW RELIEF PROBLEM 
In Columbus, where harried legislators are fixing 
up a patchwork scheme to help local government 
«hare relief costs; in Washington, where congress­ 
men are investigating WPA preparatory to voting 
on another huge appropriation, a new relief problem 
is forming itself.
